2. PROGRAM - UCHIDA ENVISAGED PRESIDENT AND PARTY ARRIVING 
NOV 19 HANEDA INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT (HOPEFULLY BETWEEN 

10 AM AND 4 PM TIME. HOPEFULLY CLOSE TO THE EARLIER HOUR WHEN 
CEREMONIAL HONORS MOST CONVENIENT TO ARRANGE). AFTER REMAINING 
IN TOKYO REST OF 19TH AND ALL OF 20TH, PRESIDENT AND PARTY WOULD 
BOARD TRAIN (NEW TOKAIDO LINE) FOR KYOTO MORNING OF 2 1ST. ARRIV- 
ING ABOUT NOON. PARTY WOULD STAY AT MIYAKO HOTEL AND SPEND RE- 
MAINDER OF DAY SIGHTSEEING. NOV 22 PARTY WOULD ENPLANE 
AT OSAKA AIRPORT, TOUCH DOWN BRIEFLY AT TOKYO HANEDA 
FOR CEREMONIAL FAREWELL BY EMPEROR. AND DEPART JAPAN. 

UCHIDA SAID THAT GOUL WOULD BE IN POSITION TO PROVIDE

DIPLOMATIC MISSION IN JAPAN FOR TRAVEL WITH STATE GUESTS, 
UNLESS THEY ARE MEMBERS OF HIS PARTY

PARTY WILL BE SHIPPED FROM US OR IF PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 
WILL ACCEPT VEHICLES PROVIDED BY GOJ.
